produced effects related to color and light which, over the pipes of the great Symphony 
Hall organ, suggest something of the significant color and clarity of stained glass. 

The medallions are well chosen as symbolic accompaniments to Handel’s music. \ 
They are related to the Advent of Jesus and include The Annunciation to Mary, S 
Joseph’s Dream, the Visitation of Mary to Elizabeth, the Nativity, the Magi Pre- 
senting their Gifts before the Infant Christ, the Angel Warning the Magi, the y 
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Presentation (from Saint Luke), the Flight into Egypt and the Holy Family. 
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Even as Jonas Chickering and his three sons, Charles Francis, 
Thomas E. and George H., were actively connected as 
officals of the Handel and Haydn Society from 1831 to 1897 
—all having been Presidents at one time during their cannec- 
tion—so has the Chickering Piano itself been an important 
factor in the lite of this illustrious organization, having been 
the official Piano from its earliest beginnings up to the present 
day.
